Ou  Si.bbath  evening  the  attendance 
was  large,  consisting  mainly  of  young 
people,  is  the  announcement  of  the 
a  h lr--.se  by  Rev  M.  Woojsev  St’-yker, 
D  D  ,  president  of  Hamilton  College, 
was  suflicient  to  draw  an  iuterested 
audieucrt. 

The.  speaker  is  a  man  of  flue 
presence  sud  gifted  with  more  than 
ordinary  oratorical  ability .  Hts  open¬ 
ing  wor  ls  were  of  the  memories  of 
former  generations  worshipping  iu 
bv-gor»«  times  Shaking  ol  the  old 
walls  as  hallowed  by  the  sacred  in¬ 
fluences  which  have  pervaded  the 
sanctuary  through  the  past  years,  au«l 
tinning  a  moment  to  glance  into  the 
coming  cenluryji*  predicted  that  it 
wvuld  l*e  the  great  grand  children  of 
the  youngest  assembled  to  listen  to 
him,  who  would  be  influenced  by  the 
spiut  of  what  was  said  and  done  at 
this  period.  With  the  devout  hope 
that  sane  thought  of  his  might  ia- 
tUumcti  some  soul,  he  deliveted  such  a 
sermon  as  young  people  may  -  well 
contuder  n  a  privilege  to  bear. 

The  Isttec  part  of  the  eighth  verse 
of  the  eeveuth  chapter  of  Hosea  was 
the  chosen  text :  "Ephraim  is  a  cake 
□ol  turned."  From  uue  of  the  homely 
details'. -f  culinary  arts  in  bibla  timre, 
striking  and  convincing  comparisons 
were  drawn  fur  the  intellectual  broad- 
etittig  of  nineteenth  century  idett. 
Through  iLe  analogy  of  a  cake  loft 
uncooked  on  one  side  while  the  other 
Leonine  over-dune,  he  poiuled  many  a 
clever  thrust  at  tlie  deficiencies  of  the 
youth  of  the  pit-sent  day,  and  bowr 
the  failure  lo  measure  an  even  bal- 
ainS'  tu>  rally,  mentally  or  phvaiflhlly, 
aught  oiscount  many  ^valuable  traits.

A.  Cook  of 
Rloouidehl,  each  of  whom  offered 
prayer,  and  Rev.  Amoijy  H.  Bradford, 
D.  D  ,  i  f  ihe  CongtegsLijual  Church 
at  Montclair,  and  ihe  puslor,  Rev.  J. 
Beveridge  Lee.  The  Reading  of  the 
S<-ripture  was  by  the  jlaslor. 

Dr.  Wm.  Hayes  Ward  made  a 
ehort  address  of  congratulation  and 
narrated  incidents  connected  with  the 
early  history  nf  the  liliurcli,  its  au- 

itry  lieloligmg  to  the  ohl  New 
England  stock.  Naming  a  few  of  the 
prominent  Counsel  cut  fam’lies  whose 
linen1  descenders  were  instrumental 
iu  congregational  organization.  The 
doctor  said  that  a  just  relationship 
might  be  claimed  with  the  Old 
Clmrchras  the  first  ten  years  of  its 
life  it  w  as  congregational  in  form. 

He  imroiluced  Dr.  Bradford  whose 
vdens  of  "SuiMirkau  Churches  in  His- 
to*v  and  Opportunity"  constituted  th9 
inhiresa  of  the  eveniug.  A  part  of 
his  address  follows : 

1  he  iife  of  this  church  ii|  almost 
as  long  as  that  of  our  Natiou.  When 
this  church  was  founded,  Thomas 
Jefferson  was' President  of  the  United 
States,  aud  the  Republic  bad  hardly 
begun  to  cross  the  Allegbaniss ;  to¬ 
day  it  is  the  happy'  borne  of  nearly 
seventy-five  millions  uif  people,  and  its 
beueficeut  rule  stretches  from  tbe 
lakes  to  the  gulf,  amt  froip  ocean  to 
oeean.  When  this  church  w*ws  found 
ed,  the  uew  era  iu  history  was  just 
begiuning.  For  a  few  years  the 
church  was  a  Congregational  church, 
iu  which  strong  men  with  the  spirit 
of  the  Pilgrims  worshipped  God.  For 
still  more  years  it  has  l>eeu  a  Presby¬ 
ter  an  church,  but  with  the  changes 
which  are  taking  place  in  the  relig¬ 
ious  world,  he  would  he  audacious 
who  should  venture  to  predict  what 
will  be  Hie  form  of  its  polity  100 
years  from  now. 

“The  subject  you  have  asked  me  to 
spe-ak  upon  could  not  have  beeu  more 
ccep table.  Iu  tbe  modern  sense, 

tbe  suburban  church  is  without  %  his¬ 
tory.  It  has  come  into  existence  in 
the  wake  of  great  cities,  and  great 
cities  running  over  iuto  adjacent  terri¬ 
tory  were  practically  unknown  100 
years  ago.  In  all  ages  great  cities 
have  beeu  substantially  alike.  Rome 
was  tbe  common  receptacle  of  the 
evil  of  the  world.  Into  her  streets 
poured  the  wealth,  the  profligacy,  the 
poveitv,  the  vice  an  .  the  power  of  all 
the  nations.  The  same  problem  per 
plexed  lha  Catsors  that  faces  us — 
how  shall  ths  musses  be  fed  ?  Tbe 
Emperor  recognized  the  duty  of  the 
State,  and  they  were  fed  at  the  pub 
lie  crib.  In  all  essentials  Rome  was 
like  Paris,  Lonflou  aud  New  York. 
Toward  her  flawed  an  endless  stream 
of  immigration  The  rich  weut  there 
to  spend  their  money ;  the  poor  in 
search  of  work. 

"Cities  are  like  men — one  in  tbeir 
humanity,  but  differing  iu  their  per¬ 
sonality.  The  country  gives  the  urban 


|  mnnller  towns  aud  country  districts. 
The  country  never  raises  money  to 
buy  elections  m  the  city ;  but  the 
ci Use  oflen  try  lo  manipulate  aud 
brilie  the  country. 

"The  tuwn  is  the  place  of  enter¬ 
prise  and  achievement,  and  its 
methods  are  carried  to  the  four  cor¬ 
nua  of  tbe  laud  on  the  wings  of  Ihe 
press  The  newspaper  Reflects  the 
moral  life  of  its  readers.  The  uews- 
paja-r  is  the  line  along  which  Ike  in¬ 
fluences  of  tbe  city  are  transmitted  to 
tlie  country.  It  carries  what  the  peo 
pie  are.  If  the  moral  standards  are 
high  tlie  couutry  is  improved  ;  if  they 
are  low  the  country  districts  show 
moral  deterioration.  Newspapers  are

A  tine  line  of  courtesy  leads  the  vis¬ 
itor  not  to  offer  her  card  to  tbo  servant, 
hut  to  inquire  if  Mrs.  Blank  is  receiv¬ 
ing.  If  answered  in  the  affirmative, 

asks  if  she  will  see  Mrs.  S - .  If  in 

the  negative,  then  the  card  is  left  in 
evidence  of  the  call.  Cards  are  in  a 
measure  falling  into  disnse,  the  English 
method  of  announcing  guests  being  very 
generally  accepted  m  tbe  best  circles  of 
society — a  pasteboawlonly  left  when  the 
lady  is  out  or  not  receiving.  At  social 
functions,  aside  from  tho  dinner  of  cere¬ 
mony,  guests  are  not  expected  to  take 
leave  of  host  and  hostess  when  depart¬ 
ing,  a  card  left  on  the  hall  table  cover¬ 
ing  this  point  of  civility.  This  method 
is  the  outcome  of  afternoon  teas  aud 
evening  receptions,  at  which  people 
come  and  go  constantly  between  the 
hours  prescribed  by  invitation,  keeping 
the  hostess  occupied  in  receiving  from 
first  to  last.  These  affairs  afford  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  entertain  twice  the  number  of 
guests  without  the  discomfort  of  a  crowd 
when  tbe  service  in  the  dining  room  is 
continuous.  Perfect  independence  is 
granted  each  hostess  in  the  matter  of 
menu  aud  decorations,  light  refresh¬ 
ments  and  a  few  cut  flowers  now  re¬ 
garded  as  true  hospitality  in  tho  same 
degree  as  the  more  elaborate  efforts  of 
florist  and  caterer.  The  woman  who 

cannot  afford  to  eutortain"  at  tbe  pres¬ 
ent  day  is  hindered  by  pride  and  igno¬ 
rance  of  society  'sways  rather  than  a  light 
pocketbook.  We  have  much  to  thank 
our  sisters  across  the  water  for  iu  this 
matter,  so  surely  but  certainly  are  the 
charming  little  functions  of  foreign  life

Stained  Furniture. 

Up  to  date  women  are  rejoicing  .in 
furniture  stained — qot  painted — all  Ihe 
colors  of  the  raiubow.  And  energetic 
women  are  doing  the  staining  them¬ 
selves.  The  wood  must  be  light — oak, 
maple,  yellow  or  white  pine — and  the 
more  grained  the  better,  as  the  heavy 
markings  come  out  particularly  well 
through  the  translucent  color.  By  send¬ 
ing  a  special  order  to  the  manufacturers 
it  is  easy  to  get  sets  of  furniture  with¬ 
out  paint  or  varnish,  but  if  it  is  an  old 
piece  that  is  to  be  renovated  it  must  be 
thoroughly  scraped.  Put  tho  stain  on 
quite  thick  and  rub  it  off  with  a  If 
or  cotton  rag.  A  coat  of  hard  oil  fli 
may  be  applied  us  a  filler,  and  tflen, 
after  it  is  dry,  it  should  be  rubbed  Jail 
over  with  the  prepared  beeswax  ttbat 
comes  iu  cans  for  floors.  After  tbe  wax 
is  rnbbed  on  it  should  be  allowed  to 
harden  before  polishing  it  with  a  flan¬ 
nel  cloth  till  it  is  quite  shiny  and  bright 

Tbe  most  fashionable  stain  at  present 
is  a  good,  old  fashioned  regular  grsen, 
which,  when  rubbed  well  into  the  pores 
of  tbe  wood  and  polished,  is  really  beau¬ 
tiful.  The  two  transparent  colora  Prus¬ 
sian  blue  and  raw  sienna  make,  when 
mixed  together,  on  excellent  green,  or, 
if  a  brighter  tint  is  desired,  gamboge 
and  prossian  blue.  A  very  little  of  the 
latter  goes  a  great  way,  as  it  is  alto¬ 
gether  the  most  powerful  color  known. 
Prussian  blue  alone  makes  a  very  pretty 
peacock  blue  stain,  raw  Bienna  a  yellow 
or  orange,  according  to  tbe  amount  of 
color  used,  crimson  lake  a  lovely  red, 
burnt  sienna  an  almost  exact  imitation 
of  uew  mahogany.  In  staining  it  sboold 
be  borne  in  miud  that  it  is  not  paint, 
but  stain,  aud  that  a  very  little  sboold 
be  used,  a  pound  being  sufficient  to 
stain  a  whole  set  of  furuitura  — Chiosgo 
Times-Herald.
